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his support therein; and the county judge of each
county is hereby authorized to take such testimony as
may be necessary to cnable him to form an opinion as
to such ability or disability, the expense of said inves-
tigation to be charged to the proper county, and paid
in the same manner as witnesses’ certificates are now
paid. The provisions of this act shall also apply to the
institutions for the education of the deaf and dumb, and
blind. *

" SEerioN 1. Section one of chapter thirty-two of
the general laws of 1865, entitled “an act to provide
for the payment of mileage to the regents of the uni-
versity of Wisconsin,” is hereby amended, so as to read
ag follows: ¢ Section 1. The regents of the university
of Wisconsin, shall each receive the actual amount of
his expenses in traveling to and attendance upon all
meetings of the board, or incurred in the performance
of any duty in pursuance of any direction of the board.
Accounts for such expenses, duly suthenticated, shall
be audited by the board, and shall be paid on the erder
of said board, with the warrant thereon of the secretary
of state ; and no regent shall receive any pay, mileage
or per diem, except as above prescribed.”
